Notes from Matinicuk. 


In the summer of 1918 the writer 


noticed live or six plants of Amsinclcia growing in and near an aban¬ 
doned chicken-run. A specimen was sent to Prof. M. L. Fernald 
for identification and lie reports it to be Amsinclcia Douglasiana 
A.I)C., a native of California, which is there abundant but which has 
never before been reported from the east. It would appear that 
having decided to come cast, it made up its mind to come as far as 
possible, as Matinicus is twenty miles off the Maine coast. It re¬ 
mains to be seen whether it will become established or is just a casual.
